PROPOSED ORDINANCE 


WHEREAS, on May 25, 2004, the Illinois General Assembly passed Senate Bill 2112, as amended, 
providing an alternative general homestead exemption to qualifying homestead property as set forth in the 
Illinois Property Tax Code; and 

WHEREAS, this law provides, among other things, that to be subject to the alternative general 
homestead exemption a County must adopt an ordinance to subject itself to that provision, in lieu of the 
general homestead exemption. 

NOW THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED, pursuant to 35 ILCS 200/15-175, as amended by SB 2112 
as passed by the 93rd Illinois General Assembly, the County of Cook does hereby agree to subject itself 
to the provisions of such section.

PROPOSED ORDINANCE 


WHEREAS, pursuant to Public Act No. 93-0256 and Public Act No. 93-0362, the Recorder has been 
expressly authorized to charge a fee for obtaining documents on the internet for the purpose of offsetting 
the expense of providing such access; and 

WHEREAS, pursuant to Public Act No. 93-0671, the Recorder has been authorized to charge a fee for 
providing non-certified copies of documents in an amount of up to one half the statutory fee established in 
55 ILCS 5/4-12002 for providing certified copies of such documents; and 

WHEREAS, the Industrial Engineers have surveyed the recording, process and perfonned a cost smdy 
analysis of that process and recommend a fee for standard document copies; and 

WHEREAS, in order to collect fees for copies of recorded documents on the internet, the Recorder must 
have authority to enter into agreement with third party to have funds directly deposited into Recorder’s 
existing bank accounts, established solely for internet purchases via cash/credit cards. 

NOW, THEREFORE BE IT ORDAINED; 
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SECTION 1 

For electronic copies of recorded documents obtained from the Recorder’s Internet website, the Recorder 
is hereby authorized to charge $.50 per document copy. 

For non-certified copies of recorded documents, physically obtained from the Office of the Recorder of 
Deeds (’’retail purchases”), the Recorder is hereby authorized to charge $3.00 per document copy. 


SECTION 2 

For payment of the fees set forth in Section 1 of this Ordinance, the Recorder is authorized to accept 
electronic payment by credit card. If a convenience fee is charged pursuant to Subsection (A) or (B), such 
fee must be clearly posted. 

(A) The Recorder may impose a convenience fee or surcharge upon such payments to the 
extent allowable under the applicable credit card service agreement. Such convenience 
fee shall not exceed the actual cost to the County for such transactions; or 

(B) The Recorder may enter into agreements, subject to approval by the Cook County Board 
of Commissioners, with one or more financial institutions Internet companies, or other 
business entities to act as third party payment agents for the payment of fees. These 
agreements may authorize the third party payment agent to retain a service fee out of the 
payments collected, or to impose an additional convenience fee. 

(C) Receipt by the Recorder of the amount of the fee paid by credit card or through a third 
party payment agent authorized by the Recorder, less the amount of any service fee 
retained under the Recorder’s agreement with credit service provider or third party 
payment agent, shall be deemed receipt of the full amount of the fee or other charge and 
shall discharge the payment obligation in full. 


SECTION 3 

WHEREAS, upon passage, this Ordinance shall repeal, vacate and supercede the Licensed Commercial 
Titles Companies Document Ordinance (02-0-34), adopted November 19, 2002. The Non-Certified 
Copy Fee Ordinance (92-0-34) dated July 7, 1992 and the Microfilm Fee Ordinance (92-0-23) dated 
April 6, 1992. 


SECTION 4 

This Ordinance shall be effective on June 3, 2004.

WHEREAS, Class 6b requires the validation by the County Board of the shortened period of qualifying 
abandonment in cases where the industrial facility has been abandoned for less than 24 consecutive 
months upon purchase; and 

WHEREAS, the Cook County Board of Commissioners has determined that the building was abandoned 
for 7 and 1/2 months at the time of application, and that special circumstances are present. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, by the President and Board of Commissioners of the 
County of Cook, State of Illinois, that the President and Board of Commissioners indicated their approval 
for the filing of an application for a Cook County Real Estate Classification 6b abatement incentive to

Submitting a Proposed Ordinance sponsored by Earlean Collins, County Commissioner. 

PROPOSED ORDINANCE 
ETHICS ORDINANCE AMENDMENT 

BE IT ORDAINED BY THE BOARD OF COMMISSIONERS OF COOK COUNTY, 

ILLINOIS: 

Article II Section 2.10 (b) of the Cook County Code of Ethical Conduct Ordinance is 

hereby amended, and shall read as follows: 

2.10 Post Employment Restrictions 

(b) No fonner Official or Employee shall for a period of ene two (2) years after the 
termination of the OfficiaFs or Employee’s term of office or employment, assist 
or represent any Person in any business transaction involving the County, if the 
Official or Employee participated personally and substantially in that transaction 
during his or her term of office or employment. No former Official. Employee or 
immediate family and relatives of a former Official or Employee shall be 
employed by or contract with any person or private sector employer if they 
negotiated or administered County contracts with that person or private sector 
business prior to leaving County service for a period of two (2) years. 

Article IV Section 4.1 shall be amended as follows: 

BOARD OF ETHICS 

4.1 Composition and Powers of Board 


A Board of Ethics is hereby established which: 

(a) Shall be composed of five (5) members, two (2) appointed by the President of 
the Cook County Board of Commissioners, one (1) each appointed by the 
Sheriff. Assessor, and the Treasurer of Cook County with the advice and 
consent of the Cook County Board of Commissioners and will take into account 
the diversity of communities and conditions protected by this Ordinance. The 
Board shall have an Executive Director who shall be appointed by the 
President. 
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Article V Section 5.2 shall be amended as follows: 

ARTICLE V 


5.2 Fines 


Any fonncr Official or Employee found bv a court of law to have violated the provision of 
Article 11 Section 2.4, 2.5. and 2.10. upon conviction shall be subject to a fine of $5000.00 
or imprisonment of up to one (1) year, or both. In addition any person or business found bv 
a court to have knowingly violated Article 11 Section 2.10 (b) of this ordinance is guilty of a 
business offense and subject upon conviction to a fine of S5000.00. All other provisions of 
the Cook County Code of Ethical Conduct Ordinance, except as expressly modified hereby 
shall remain in fiill effect. 


Any person found by a court to have knowingly violated any provision of this Ordinance 
other than section 2.4, 2.5 and 2.10 , or to have knowingly furnished false or misleading 
information to the Board, upon conviction shall be subject to a fine not to exceed $500 
$1000, for any one offense. 

NOTE: This item was referred to the Rules Committee at the February 4, 2003 Board 
Meeting, and was subsequently discharged from said Committee at the March 6, 
2003 Board Meeting (New Item #7). The Proposed Ordinance Amendment was 
then referred to the Finance Committee.

Chairman Suffredin asked what if any obligations does the Forest Preserve District Police Department 
have on the Inspector General by giving you those police powers. 

Mr. Price responded “none”. 

Chainnan Suffredin asked how the police powers relate to the Inspector General’s Ordinance powers as 
Inspector General. 

Mr. Price slated that the police power gives the Inspector General the ability to access confidential police 
records and also gives him the power of arrests. 

Chainnan Suffredin staled that he had asked Mr. Price to review the new Cook County Ethics Ordinance 
that was passed by the Cook County Board. He asked how the Inspector General’s responsibilities tie 
into the issues raised in the Ethics Ordinance. 

Mr. Price stated that in the Ordinance itself it is stated that all the reports are forwarded to President 
Stroger are confidential and it is for the President to make any additional dissemination of those reports. 
Further, Mr. Price stated that there is an annual report that is prepared by the Inspector General’s Office 
and forwarded both to President Stroger as well as to the Legislation and Intergovernmental Relations 
Committee. 

Chairman Suffredin stated that the committee has not received an annual report in some time, and that 
he’s looking forward to receiving an annua! report. 

Chainnan Suffredin stated that the County Board passed the Whistle Blower Protection Ordinance which 
encompasses State law; he asked Mr. Price how he views his responsibilities in relationship to that State 
protection for workers. 

Mr. Price responded that the Whistle Blower Protection Ordinance is a very important law and in many 
incidences it is difficult to get people to come forward if they feel that there is a possibility that there will 
be retaliation. Further, Mr. Price stated that this new law gives them the protection that they need to come 
forward with items that nonnally would not be seen. 

Commissioner Daley slated that the motion for Mr. Price’s appointment should be amended to include the 
three year term to which Joseph Price has been appointed.
